Gang violence declines in 1992

If 1992 can be measured by bud¬ 
get cuts, political change and per¬ 
sonal tragedies, one bright spot 
came from an unlikely source: The 
Police Department reports that 
gang violence decreased from 
1991. 

Still, city officials remain con¬ 
cerned that violence just as easily 
can flare up in the future. 


There have been fewer gang-re¬ 
lated homicides and serious as¬ 
saults, said Sgt, David Taylor. 

“It seems like our gangsters 
have been in trouble in other cit¬ 
ies,” he said. 

In an effort to prevent gang ac¬ 
tivity, a curfew went into effect 
last June in La Placita Parkette to 
curb the park’s gang and drug ac¬ 
tivity. 

As many as 50 gang members 
would congregate nightly, often 


spray-painting grafitti at the park 
and on a nearby home. 

In a year during which the state 
and neighboring cities faced a fi¬ 
nancial crisis, Placentia managed 
to balance its budget. 

Council members froze hiring 
and employee salaries and elimi¬ 
nated two full-time and 11 part- 
time positions. A $700,000 deficit 
was patched up by a $625,000 re¬ 
bate from the Public Employee 
Retirement System and $75,056

A home of their own 


Families to help 
build complex

The dream of owning a home 
came true for Maria and Francisco 
Cruz, one of 1,000 families who will 
become first-time homeowners. 


“We’ll have something of our 
own instead of just paying rent and 
never owning anything,” said Ma¬ 
ria Cruz, a 35-year-old mother of 
four. 

Franscisco Cruz, 37, a baker in 
Orange, thought he and his wife 
would be renting an apartment for 
the rest of their lives. 

But that all changed last month 
when they learned they and three 
other low-income families were se¬ 


lected as the participants in Habi¬ 
tat for Humanity’s affordable hous¬ 
ing program. 

The four families and friends will 
build a three- and-four-bedroom 
condominium complex at Flower 
Avenue and Ash Street in Brea. 

The program will lower the 
Cruzes’ monthly housing costs 
from $650 per month to between

with a $476,403 revenue loss after 
the state balanced its budget in 
September. 

The city was forced to cut 
$304,920 from its general fund bud¬ 
get to make up for a 9 percent loss 
in property tax revenue. The city 
also lost $171,483 in redevelopment

Officials 
deal with 
fire cuts 

Service levels 
to remain same

When the state budget finally 
was balanced, Orange County 
Fire Department officials ex¬ 
pected to lose about $42 million 
in state funds. 

But when the loss amounted 
to only about $3.3 million, fire 
officials breathed a big sigh of 
relief, said Fausto Reyes, man¬ 
ager of the department’s emer¬ 
gency management division. 

For now, Reyes said, Yorba 
Linda and Placentia residents 
will notice no change in fire ser¬ 
vices. 

“The department will offer 
the same services despite los¬ 
ing 23 fire positions,” Reyes 
said. 

Those positions include three 
battalion chiefs, six engineers, 
six captains and eight fire¬ 
fighters. 

The department also did not 
fill 16 administrative vacancies 
but will fill eight emergency op¬ 
erations slots. The vacancies 
will result in additional work¬ 
load for some employees and 
some overtime, Reyes said. 

The department indefinitely 
deferred several capital pro¬ 
jects, Reyes said, saving $3 mil¬ 
lion in maintenance and remod¬ 
eling. 

A hiring freeze also is in 
place.

all kinds of city business. 

She has plenty of complaints about how 
the city is run and she lets council mem¬ 
bers know about it. Her complaints range 
from the way the minutes of City Council 
meetings are kept to the continuation of 
the city’s utilities tax and the cost of trash 
collection. 

Grismer often takes the podium during 


City Council meetings and speaks her mind 
as council members listen impassively. 

But she makes her presence felt. 

“She’s entitled to do that,” Councilman 
Norman Eckenrode said.

Robertson attributes reduced 
gang activity to the cooperation of 
the community and the two-man 
gang detail. Many gang members 
are not on the streets because of 
their efforts, he said. 

Gang grafitti is down, but the 
grafitti problem has worsened 
since tagger grafitti has become a 
popular crime, he said. 

Taggers spray grafitti for the 
thrill making their mark. General¬ 
ly it’s not gang-related. The police 
department will have it’s eye on 
taggers. 

But police aren’t the only ones 
concerned about grafitti. City Ad¬ 
ministrator Bob D’Amato said he’d 
like to find a way "to stamp out 
grafitti.” 

More importantly, D’Amato 
said, he’d like to see the economy 
turn around, which will increase 
sales tax revenues. 

Councilman Norm Eckenrode 
said his focus for 1993 is to main¬ 
tain the “high level” of city ser¬ 
vices and to maintain a balanced 
budget. He worries the city could 
be hit by more state budget cuts. 

If so, he said, “We’ll have to do 
some pencil sharpening.” 

Councilwoman Carol Downey 
said the most important resolution 
to her is to maintain city services 
during difficult economic times. 

In addition, she said she wants 
the city to focus on recreational 
programs for youth to keep them 
occupied in constructive activities. 

“I hope it’s a pleasant year for 
the residents of the community,” 
Downey said.

Every year people make prom¬ 
ises with the best intentions in 
hopes of making the next year bet¬ 
ter than the one that just ended. 

City officials are no exception, 
offering some resolutions of their 
own to help make the city a better 
place to live in 1992. 

Car thefts are on the rise and 
have steadily increased during the 
last three years. The police depart¬ 
ment plans to reduce the number of 
car thefts, Police Capt. Jim Rob¬ 
ertson said. 

In 1990,185 vehicles were stolen. 
That number jumped to 202 stolen 
vehicles in 1991, a nearly 10 percent 
increase, Robertson said. As of No¬ 
vember 1992, car thefts increased 
30 percent from the previous year 
with 232 stolen vehicles before the 
year’s end. 

The trend isn't exclusive to Pla¬ 
centia. Car thefts are a common 
problem everywhere, Robertson 
said. The police department will 
increase enforcement efforts, edu¬ 
cate the public and promote the 
Combat Auto Theft Program, a ve¬ 
hicle theft prevention program. 

Although gang activity has 
slowed, Robertson said the police 
department will continue to work 
as hard to keep it that way. 

“We’re not going to rest on our 
laurels,” he said.

Taking to the air 

Group sets its sights on place to fly model airplanes

Club president Christopher 
Brown, an Anaheim Hills resident, 
said the planes aren't toys. They're 
expensive and piloting them re¬ 
quires between 40 and 60 hours of 
training before soloing. 

Searcy, who owns his own elec¬ 
tronics company, said all mem¬ 
bers must meet club standards of 
performance on take offs, turns, 
figure eights and landings before 
they are allowed to solo. 

Don Forester, owner of Ground 
to Air Hobby Shop in Yorba Linda, 
said although each pilot flies on a 
separate frequency, interference 
can happen. If two pilots do happen 
to be on the same channel, one flies 
while the other rests. 

The sport also has a dangerous 
aspect. 

The planes can reach speeds of 


100 mph, which can pose a danger 
to spectators and property. For 
that reason, each member is tested 
and must be a member of the 
sport's governing body, the Acade¬ 
my of Model Aeronautics, before 
being admitted to the club, Brown 
said. The academy insures mem¬ 
bers for up to $1 million, Brown 
added. 

Searcy said the members ages 
range from 10 to 82, with the youn¬ 
ger modelers just graduating from 
radio-controlled cars or boats and 
the older moving on to helicopters, 
the most difficult to fly and the 
costliest. 

The expense of the radio-con¬ 
trolled aircraft is another reason 
club members train so hard.

Armory 
to close 
as shelter 

Search is on 
for alternatives

Her feeble fingers, trembling 
from the cold, ran through the 
blankets piled on the table. She 
mumbled about how cold it was 
sleeping in a car. 

She picked a blanket and was 
told that if she took one from anoth¬ 
er pile of donated blankets, she 
could take it with her when she left 
in the morning. A pink one struck 
her fancy. 

Like refugees at an encamp¬ 
ment, she and many others hud¬ 
dled, chattered and struck up 
friendships as they slowly settled 
down on cots after a hot meal, shel¬ 
tered at least for a night from the 
bitter cold of the harsh winter. 

Tomorrow would be another day 
and for the homeless who came to 
the Fullerton National Guard Ar¬ 
mory and the cycle of looking for a 
place to sleep and eat would begin 
anew. 

Last year, nearly 4,000 people 
took shelter here and at Orange 
County’s other National Guard Ar¬ 
mory in Santa Ana. 

However, the armories won’t be 
open for long. 

Orange County and the IS other 
California counties that house the 
homeless received a notice from 
the Secretary of State’s office in 
October stating that the armories 
won’t be available after the fiscal 
year 1994-95, said Maria Mendoza, 
the Orange County homeless coor¬ 
dinator. 

Few alternatives have been pro¬ 
vided 

“Right now I can’t see what the 
best alternative will be to shelter 
this group,” Mendoza said. She is 
sending surveys to other counties 
to find out how they plan to house 
the homeless, Mendoza said. 

The homeless, however, with 
their resourcefulness and the will 
to survive appear to somehow find 
a way. 

Here are the stories of some who 
would gladly trade in their street 
savvy for a place to call home. 

■ 

For years Cynthia Stevenson 
helped feed the needy at soup 
kitchens. 

Today, she is homeless. 

“I never dreamed I’d be out 
here,” said Stevenson, 41 
After a difficult divorce from her 
husband of 17V2 years, she was left 
with virtually nothing, she said. 
Since last year, she has been living 
on the street off and on, sleeping in 
a van she and her second husband, 
Bob, bought. 

She met him while working at

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PLANES: Club wants safe site to fly models

Crashes usually result in a total 
loss, said Casey de Bree, who flies 
fixed wing and gliders. 

And wiping out a model plane 
costing from $1,000 to $2,000 can 
send the most enthusiastic pilot 
into a financial tailspin. But usual¬ 
ly the radio equipment and engine 
survive, he said 

De Bree, a Yorba Linda resident 
and a program manager for 
Hughes Aircraft, said although the 
costs of radio controls and aircraft 
are coming down, the sport is still 
expensive. 

The simplest kit, a ready-to-fly 
glider, costs about $300 to $400, in¬ 
cluding radio equipment and en¬ 
gine, Brown said. Powered planes 
suitable for beginners cost about 
$600 to $800. 

And costs climb from there. As 
pilots become more confident and 
have fewer crashes, they often put 
several thousands of dollars into 
their models. For example, 
Searcy’s replica of a Bell Jet Rang¬ 


er helicopter costs $6,000. he said. 

The engines are fueled with a 
combination of alcohol and meth¬ 
ane. Flying time is about 15 min¬ 
utes, which is plenty of time to pi¬ 
lot. 

“Fifteen minutes of intense con¬ 
centration is plenty," Searcy said. 

Because pilots can’t take their 
eyes off their aircraft, learning to 
work the controls without looking 
is the most difficult part of train¬ 
ing, Brown said. 

And that ability becomes more 
important when flying helicopters, 
sometimes called "helies” or 
“eggbeaters." 

Running out of gas can be a seri¬ 
ous problem for helicopters, 
Searcy said. 

"They don’t glide. They crash." 

The club is based in Yorba Lin¬ 
da, but members come from Pla¬ 
centia. Anaheim Hills, Fullerton 
and La Habra, Brown said. 

Most have from three to five 
years of model aircraft experi¬ 
ence. Dues are $40 a year and in¬ 
cludes a monthly newsletter. Meet¬ 


ings are at 7:30 p.m the third 
Wednesday of each month at the 
Yorba Linda Library's community 
room. 

Also, Searcy said some members 
enjoy flying while others enjoy the 
building and detailing. Still others 
enjoy entering competition, which 
can include dogfights, races, 
stunts and even landing on a model 
aircraft carrier. 

Most members fly Piper Cubs 
and other civilian aircraft but oth¬ 
ers fly military fighters. For ex¬ 
ample, club vice president Allen 
McDonald is building a model of a 
Navy Corsair. 

While all call themselves pilots, 
some members fly real planes, too, 
Brown said.

City Clerk don’t accurately reflect 
what she said at the meeting. 

Grismer calls it ‘‘selective note¬ 
taking,” charging that allegations 
of unfair or deceptive practices 
and wasteful actions routinely are 
ignored. 

But Sharlene Steadman, the as¬ 
sistant deputy city clerk who takes 
the minutes at City Council meet¬ 
ings, said the minutes accurately 
reflect the meeting. 

"The minutes are only a summa¬ 
ry of the meeting,” she said. 

In addition, City Administrator 
Bob D'Amato said it’s up to the 
council adopt verbatim minutes 
and anyone can watch videotapes 
of the weekly meetings. 

That doesn’t satisfy Grismer, 
who said she believes everything 
that is said should be documented 
in the minutes. 

But her ire isn’t just directed at 
city minutes. 

Another target is the extra mon¬ 
ey city employees receive for be¬ 
ing bilingual. 

In Placentia, employees receive 
an extra 5 percent of their salary 
for speaking more than one lan¬ 
guage, which ranges from $106 to 


$203 a month. 

However, Grimser said employ¬ 
ees in Fullerton and Brea employ¬ 
ees receive a flat $50 a month. 

D’Amato said city employees 
must pass a test to receive the ad¬ 
ditional pay and only 10 employees 
have. 

Another topic of Grimser's fire is 
how much Placentia residents pay 
for trash collection. 

Residents pay their trash bills in 
full once a year along with their tax 
bills. Other cities break down the 
trash bill into 12 monthly pay¬ 
ments. 

When two bills are combined, the 
county charges the city $4,500 for 
processing, which Grimser says 
penalizes residents. 

But, D’Amato said the billing 
system actually saves Placentia 
residents 90 cents a month. 

In addition, Grimser believes 
residents also should see decreases 
because of the city’s recycling pro¬ 
gram, which she said has generat¬ 
ed more than $330,000 from sorted 
recyclables. 

But D’Amato said they do. All 
recycling income goes directly 
back to residents in the form of 
credits on their trash bill, he said.

Grismer also is known for her 
opposition to the 3 percent utility 
users tax that appears on tele¬ 
phone, electric, gas and cable bills. 

The tax was instituted in 1970 to 
pay for capitial improvements and 
to finance bonds sold to pay for a 
new City Hall, library and police 
station. 

Grimser said the $14 million col¬ 
lected through the years is more 
than enough to repay the bonds, 
meaning the tax should be rescind¬ 
ed.

funds. 

The budget cuts forced the city to 
end its trolley service, which pro¬ 
vided transportation around the 
city, and to end graffiti removal on 
private property. 

In the race for three City Council 
seats, Councilwoman Maria More¬ 
no was the top vote getter followed 
by mayor John Tynes who was 
elected to a fifth term. 

Incumbent Art Newton was 
ousted by newcomer Michael 
Maertzweiler. The 12 candidates 
on the ballot made up the largest 
field since the mid-1970s. 

Moreno was chosen mayor by 
her colleagues making her the first 
female Hispanic mayor in the 
city’s history. The choice of More¬ 
no came one year after about 100 of 
her supporters protested when 
council members passed over Mo¬ 
reno in favor of Tynes. 

Two plane crashes involving lo¬ 
cal residents devastated two fam¬ 
ilies in Placentia. Nineteen-year- 
old Natalie Lynn Erickson died in a 
plane crash Nov. 14, 1991. Family 
members searched for the plane 
for eight months before finding the 
wreckage in the San Bernardino 
Mountains on July 5. Four other 
people died in the crash. 

In October, another crash of a 
private plane killed a local couple. 
Barbara Keating, 54, and Larry 
Richards, 56, were killed when 
their plane went down in moun¬ 
tains in northern Nevada. The 
plane was discovered on Nov. 19. 

In August, Janet Evans and Phil 
Nevin put Placentia on the map 
during the summer Olympics in 
Barcelona, Spain. Evans, 20, won a 
gold medal in the women's 800-me¬ 
ter freestyle and a silver medal in 
the 400-meter freestyle. Those 
medals are in addition to the three 
golds she won in Seoul, Korea in 
1988. Nevin, 21, was a member of

ange, Brea and Yorba Linda. No 
fees will be charged and no ques¬ 
tions asked. 

The only requirements are that 
people be taken home rather than 
to another party or business estab¬ 
lishment.

The city constructed curb cuts, 
installed automatic doors at City 
Hall and at the Police Department 
and built a platform with a micro¬ 
phone in the council chambers to 
allow people in wheelchairs to ad¬ 
dress the council. 

In August, police uncovered the 
biggest methamphetamine lab in 
Orange County in an industrial 
area of the city. Lester Friedman, 
63, was arrested on charges of pos¬ 
session of controlled substances 
and for the sale and manufacturing 
of the drug.

R ay Elizarraraz, 15, has 
lived in Placentia three 
months — long enough to 
meet up with street gangs. 

Steven Sandoval, 12, said his 
friend was a gunshot victim. 

Katie Luker, 8, reported shots 
were fired into her girlfriend’s 
bedroom in Fullerton. 

That was 1992. 

Tomorrow is 1993, and all three 
youths are armed with New 
Year’s resolutions they believe 
will help end the violence that has 
been escalating in suburbs across 
Orange County. 

Gathered with their buddies at 
Placentia Boys Club, the trio 
agreed there may not be Band- 
Aid solutions, but the local youth 
center is a good place to channel 
energies into positive activities. 

Elizarraraz said he moved 
from the Orange-Santa Ana area 
where gang activity appeared 
stronger than in Placentia. “I 
would just like to walk around the 
streets peacefully and not always 
be asked where I’m from or who 
I belong to,” he said. “These guys 
should come to the Boys Club and 
get involved in the weight room." 

Club Director A1 Rizzo said the 
Boys Club has been trying to get 
older youth into programs, par¬ 
ticularly in the weight room and 
boxing arena. 

“And in 1993, we’d like to meet 
our $200,000 fund-raising goal and 
start a bilingual education pro¬ 
gram with AST Research comput¬ 
ers,” he added. 

Sandoval hoped the club’s 
“Just Say No To Drugs" message 
will be emphasized. On the 
lighter side, he’s also resolved to 
plug for bigger playing fields. 

More New Year’s resolutions 
filtered through the game rooms 
as the youths and adult workers 
settled in for morning play. 

Working his court-appointed 
community service hours at the 
club, Robert Parsons Jr. decided 
1993 would have to be better. 

“In ’92,1 lost two jobs, lost my 
fiance and got into trouble with 
the law,” the 23-year-old said.

Share Our Selves in Costa Mesa 
about four years ago. They moved 
to Apple Valley, but he lost his 
landscaping job. 

Bad luck has persisted since. 
Stevenson lost her mother recently 
and her brother and an uncle died 
about a year ago. She has had two 
miscarriages in the last year. 

Despite the odds, Stevenson said 
they are determined to make it on 
their own. 

Strikingly clean and well- 
groomed, Stevenson said she and 
her second husband, who has been 
working nearly 90 hours a week as 
a roofer, are trying to save money 
to move into a place of their own. 
She has a part-time telemarketing 
job. 

“My husband and I, we try to 
help ourselves," she said. “We try 
to stand on our own two feet... Th¬ 
ere are some for whom street life 
becomes a way of life and I’ve got¬ 
ten to that point (in the past). 
You've got to have some determi¬ 
nation.” 

Stevenson said the armory is a 
safe place and offers the homeless 
protection from the perils of street 
life. 

“You die out there if you don’t 
have a vehicle ... Homeless people 
don't choose to be homeless. 
There’s several reasons. A lot of 
people are losing their jobs right 
and left,” she said. 

“My husband and I are very re¬ 
sponsible. I don’t know what it’s 
going to take. We’re saving money 
in the bank,” she said. 

Stevenson said they will continue 
to try and have children and she 
wants go to college to become a 
nurse’s assistant.

“I’m so happy,” said the man 
with a brown-haired mustache and 
a cowboy hat, rejoicing in his find. 
“This is Christmas. The shoes fit, 
nice shoes too. Socks (and) a pair 
of pants. I almost never came.”

use it.” 

An out-of-work welder who came 
to California about a year ago, 
leaving his wife and two children 
behind, only to find a job and then 
get laid off again, Peters is hoping 
his luck will turn. 

In the meantime, he has slept in 
a park off and on. 

“It’s been very tough. I’m reli¬ 
gious. I don’t drink. I try to be up¬ 
beat. I believe in Karma. You can’t 
expect mercy or kindness unless 
you give it,” he said. 

“I’ll go back to making a living 
and being a human being again,” 
he said. 

Using the county welfare office 
address doesn’t sit well with pro¬ 
spective employers, Peters said. 

“Every employer looks at that 
and says that's a bum off the 
street,” he said. “Without a home 
and a phone there’s no getting off 
the street.” 

Peters said he thinks most ev¬ 
eryone teeters on the brink of ho¬ 
melessness. 

“We’re all one week away from 
homelessness,” he said. “How can 
it happen to me in America.” 

Peters was looking forward to 
starting work as a floor keeper at 
St. Boniface Roman Catholic 
Church last week.

David Blankenship has a place 


he calls home. It’s his secret hiding 
place that no one except his girl¬ 
friend knows about. 

It has walls on three sides to pro¬ 
tect from the wind and a canopy to 
protect from rain. Blakenship, 37, 
has been living in an alley behind a 
Fullerton business now for a little 
more than a year since he got laid 
off from his work making electron¬ 
ic circuit boards. 

He said Bill Clinton winning the 
presidential election was an early 
Christmas present, because the 
Bush administration has done little 
for the homeless. 

“It was my birthday and Christ¬ 
mas all rolled into one when he got 
elected. I hope Clinton can do 
something about it (homeless situ¬ 
ation),” Blankenship said. “It has 
been like (the homeless are) out of 
sight out of mind.” 

He said he is dismayed at the 
proposal to close the armories to 
the homeless. 

The county homeless coordina¬ 
tor reiterated what she learned 
from the office of the Secretary of 
State. 

“The governor (Pete Wilson) 
feels that the armories are deterio¬ 
rating and thinks that it’s not the 
most humane way of serving the 
homeless,” Mendoza said. 

Blankenship and some others 
beg to differ.

$500 and $600 a month as part of a 
20-year, no-interest mortgage. 

But there’s a catch. 

Each participating family must 
contribute 600 hours of “sweat eq¬ 
uity" toward building their home. 
Sweat equity includes everything 
from hammering nails and hang¬ 
ing drywall to licking envelopes 
and providing day care. 

To participate, families must be 
U.S. citizens, earn at least $12,000 
annually, receive no government 
subsidies, have a good credit rating 
and must have lived north of the 
Riverside (91) Freeway for a mini¬ 
mum of two years. 

Families who meet the require¬ 
ments are selected through a 
lengthy process based on need, 
said Clarice Blamer, chairman of 
the non-profit Christian group’s 
family selection committee. 

“They are the working poor and 
we need to help them out,” Blamer 
said.

Jemison said it’s been named the 
Doll Hut since the late 1950s. 

Surrounded by industrial build¬ 
ings, the location makes this tav¬ 
ern a real eye-catcher with its red 
paint and small, blue neon sign.

“Nothing can touch it because 


it’s totally different,” Sexton said. 
“It’s the most original place in the 
world.” 

Open 11 a.m. to 2 a.m. Monday 
through Saturday, Jemison said 
the bar has been valuable to her. 
She advertises upcoming events in 
alternative record stores and mag¬ 
azines. 

“If people don’t hear about you, 
they’ll ignore you and go some¬ 
where else,” she said.

visited Werner in his parents’ 
Yorba Linda family room. 

Rachel Hochgesang, the Sunny 
Hills High senior last week 
named North County News Play¬ 
er of the Year, guided the Lanc¬ 
ers’ girls volleyball team to the 
CIF State tournament. Hochge¬ 
sang said the attention increases 
noticably when the recruiting 
time window opens — during the 
July following a student’s junior 
year. 

“Then they can call you,” 
Hochgesang said. "They started 
calling me at the end of summer. 
They can only call once a week, 
but you can call them as often as 
you want.” 

Recruiters may be stereotyped, 
wrongly or not, as aggressive and 
ruthless, but colleges are bar- 
raged with athlete profiles, video¬ 
tapes and other self-promoting in¬ 
formation from youths across the 
country. 

Sue Briquelet, La Habra’s soft- 
ball coach, said that while she re¬ 
ceives phone calls about player 
statistics and personalities on a 
frequent basis, she also supplies 
information to help her athletes 
interested in specific schools. 

For instance, with Highlanders 
senior catcher Stephanie Bakke, 
Briquelet put together a packet 
that included Bakke’s career sta¬ 
tistics, personal facts and local 
newspaper articles mentioning 
the player. 

“A lot of high school softball 
coaches don’t do a lot of recruit¬ 
ing for their players,” Briquelet 
said. “Last year, we had two girls 
get full rides. It’s their abilities 
and their academics that got 
them the scholarship. I just coun¬ 
sel.” 

Bakke sent the packet to 20 
schools she was interested in at¬ 
tending and then sought the help 
of another industry that’s sur¬ 
faced during the rise of populari¬ 
ty in college recruiting: The re¬ 
cruiting service. 

For a fee such as the $400 
Bakke's family paid to College 
Bound Student Athletes, the ser¬ 
vice types up a student profile 
that includes awards, more sta¬ 
tistics and a coach’s letter of rec¬ 
ommendation. 

CBSA, and others like it, then 
mail it to universities across the 
country. 

“It's not a trick," Bakke said of 
the service. “1 got more than 300 
letters back.” 

Bakke later verbally commit¬ 
ted to attend and play softball for 
tiny Valparaiso University in In¬ 
diana. 

Football is an entity all unto it¬ 
self. Big college budgets allow for 
extensive recruiting, constant 
contact with high school coaches 
and quick access to the player’s 
doings on videotape. 

Esperanza High defensive coor¬ 
dinator Bill Pendleton, someone 
who’s been blessed with a handful 
of college-bound players during 
the past decade, goes above and 
beyond the call of duty to help 
make the colleges attentive to the 
Aztecs players. 
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* Student/athlete enters prep 
athletics. 


* Student/athlete posts outstanding 
individual statistics and/or leads 
team to a league or CIF 
championship 


* During studentathlete's junior 
year, college begin to take notice 
through leads such as newspaper 
articles. 


* Colleges send letters informing the 
student of the positives of its univer¬ 
sity. The letter usually includes a 
questionnaire the student fills out 
(statistics, personal facts) and 
returns. 


* During the July following the stu¬ 
dent’s junior year, colleges can 
phone the student and discuss sub¬ 
jects such as scholarships, college 
benefits and student interests. 


* The recruiting intensifies during the 
studentathlete's senior year. They 
are are videotaped. College repre¬ 
sentatives visit the studentathlete at 
his/her home. Studentathletes can 
hire recruiting services to boast of 
their feats. Colleges will offer paid- 
for campus visits. 


* Studentathletes begin narrowing 
down their choice of schools. 


* Studentathlete can verbally com¬ 
mit to the college of Ns/her choice 
anytime during his/her senior year. 


* Early period for signing letter of 
intent begins Feb. 3. 


* The late-signing deadline takes 
place near the end of the school 
year. 


Aztecs defensive lineman Trav¬ 
is Kirschke, the NCN Defensive 
Player of the Year, has already 
informed UCLA of his intentions 
to accept its scholarship offer. 
Werner is entertaining proposals 
from Washington, UCLA, Stan¬ 
ford and California. Two other 
Esperanza players are also ex¬ 
pected to be members of NCAA 
Division I teams next season. 

"At the start of the year, we 
send out an information sheet — 
size, grades — to every Division I 
school west of the Mississippi,” 
Pendleton said. “It gives them a 
little exposure. Almost every col¬ 
lege already has this because 
they send out their own informa¬ 
tion sheets and questionnaires. 

“All these (recruiting) ser¬ 
vices, at least 99 percent of them, 
are a waste of money when it 
comes to football. They make up 
the same kind of flier any coach 
could do. It’s the same one I do. 

“We’ll send colleges stuff 
(games, player highlights) on vid¬ 
eotape and they’ll make a copy of 
it and send it back. Videotape has 
revolutionized the process. It 
used to be on film and you’d have 
to send one reel out at a time. I 
assume these schools must have 
massive libraries of videotape 
now. We send out three or four 
tapes a week. 

“When the season is over, we 
make phone calls.” 


Pendleton, so familiar with the 
recruiters’ strategy, breaks it 
down this way: 

“When they first send out the 
questionnaire, that means almost 
nothing,” he said. "By them go¬ 
ing out to videotape your game 
and then analyzing it with their 
staffs, they narrow it down. If 
someone is really interested, 
they’ll invite the player for a 
campus visit.” 

Or the coach will make a per¬ 
sonal visit, as James did. 

At times like that, the pressure 
to make a final decision is never 
more intense. 

There are an abundance of fac¬ 
tors to consider: Should I stay in 
California or go out of state? Do I 
choose a school with a talented 
team rather than one with a solid 
academic establishment or vice 
versa? How do I know it’s the 
right choice? 

“I think it’s the biggest deci¬ 
sion I’ve made,” said Hochge¬ 
sang, who will visit Colorado and 
Oregon this winter. “The thing is, 
you only get to make it one time. 
There’s no way to be prepared for 
something like this. And there’s 
always the question of, What if I 
had gone there?’ ” 

The college coaches and re¬ 
cruiters don’t make the choice 
any easier. 

“For a kid who gets a lot of at¬ 
tention, like Travis Kirschke, it 
becomes a pain in the butt, 
quick,” Pendleton said. “He did it 
right by saying early that he had 
narrowed it down to five or six 
schools and only giving them his 
phone number. But even then, 10 
other schools were calling him. 

“It’s hard to say no, especially 
for a nice kid like Travis. The 
psychology of recruiting is to 
make you feel obligated because 
they’ve invested a lot of time and 
money in you. Like I always tell 
the kids, though, ‘It’s in their in¬ 
terest to bring you to their 
school.’ ” 

Kirschke, the 6-4, 251-pound Or¬ 
ange County defensive player of 
the year, cast away what 
could’ve turned into an extensive 
stretch of uncertainty and com¬ 
mitted to UCLA Dec. 15 — 49 
days before the Feb. 3 football 
signing period begins. 

For other seniors, like El Dora¬ 
do High cross country runner 
Sara Valdez, waiting could result 
in a better scholarship offer. 

Valdez was a CIF State meet 
qualifier, but the large majority 
of the athletic scholarships 
awarded to runners are given to 
track athletes — 1- and 2-mile 
runners — not the cross country 
three-milers. 

“Right now, I’m just looking 
around and seeing what kind of 
scholarships will be offered," 
said Valdez. “It's kind of confus¬ 
ing. I want to see how my track 
season goes.” 

Hochgesang said she was de¬ 
laying her decision until after she 
participated in a February Las 
Vegas club tournament. 

“There’ll be a million college 
coaches there," she said. “I’ll 
wait and see the attention I get 
there.”

There is a new sense of optimism 
among some in the real estate business. 
Calendar milestones — such as the end of 
a difficult year — can have that effect on 
people who need encouragement. 

A new president can have that effect, 
too. So can lower interest rates. And the 
fact that seven percent of active Califor¬ 
nia listings went into escrow in Novem¬ 
ber (versus five percent in October). 

But there really are only two factors 
which provide some hope for a recovery 
in our local real estate market. 

The first factor is that some sellers — 
by no means a majority, however — are 
finally coming around to realize the mar¬ 
ket is far bigger than they can influence. 
Buyers will not overpay for a home re¬ 
gardless of a seller's or agent's opinion of 
value. 

The second factor is that those agents 
who have been unwilling to adapt to the 
realities of the marketplace are leaving 
the business in droves, making it easier 
for sellers to identify and work with 
agents who can actually do the job 

Isn’t it ironic that I don't mention buy¬ 
ers as a solution to our market's prob¬ 
lems? That’s because any hope of an in¬ 
crease in buyer activity is just that — 
hope. No seller or agent can create a 
market. They can only perform within

the market that is driven by influences 
far beyond their control. 

Yet most sellers and agents still be¬ 
lieve that buyers (or the lack of buyers) 
are to blame for our woes. “If only there 
were more buyers looking at my home I 
am certain it would sell,” is a common 
comment heard by agents. 

Nothing could be further from the 
truth. If more buyers looked at most 
homes on the market today, the only like¬ 
ly result would be the need to vacuum the 
carpets more frequently. . 

Harsh words, perhaps. But they are 


true. Listing inventories are at such re¬ 
cord levels that the number of buyers in 
today’s marketplace would have to be 
multiplied by four or five simply to bring 
those inventories back to more tradition¬ 
al levels. 

That level of activity would have to be 
sustained for a period of 6 - 12 months in 
order to see a stabilizing of prices. Only 
then would we begin to see a gradual 
increase in prices. And the fact is that 
buyers will never again allow themselves 
to be the sole fuel for a price run-up like 
that of 1985 - 1989. 

Smart sellers have come around to this 
fact. Many now buy into the argument 
that a sale today will net more workable 
cash than will a sale in three or four 
years. Perhaps most important, they re¬ 
alize that they influence whether or not 
their home will sell, primarily by pricing 
it competitively against closed sales and 
active competition. 

Smart agents have also come around — 
at the expense of their competitors. To¬ 
day’s performing agents don’t hesitate to 
walk away from a seller who won’t buy 
into the market realities of today. It is the 
weaker agents — those who are now 
forced to adapt quickly or to leave the 
business all together — who have been as 
much to blame for our woes as unrealis¬ 


tic sellers. 

For every smart agent who refused to 
list the .home of an unreulistice seller, 
there were at least five who would list it 
at the seller's price. The result during 
1992 alone was obvious. The market re¬ 
mained flooded with unmotivated sellers, 
driving prices of all homes — included 
those of motivated sellers — further 
downward. 

The new year, 1993, can be the year our 
local housing market begins its certain 
recovery. The responsibility for it, how¬ 
ever, doesn't lie with someone else. 

Property owners who must sell real 
estate, and those professionals who help 
them in the process, must understand 
that they are fully responsible for their 
own success or failure in the market¬ 
place. 

Only then can we expect the new year 
to be an improvement over last.

Featured domes 
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Common sense can cut plumbing 
repair costs for many homeowners 


Some of the most exasperating home- 
repair problems crop up when something 
goes wrong with the plumbing. And seri¬ 
ous difficulties can lead to costly repair 
bills. Planning for plumbing emergen- 
ices now can save homeowners money 
and headaches later. 

“Fortunately, a properly installed sys¬ 
tem should not cause many problems,” 
says Jeanne Barnes, president of the 
North Orange County Association of 
Realtors. 

“Better yet, some common minor 
plumbing hassles, such as clogged drains 
and leaky faucets, probably can be treat¬ 
ed successfully by those industrious 
homeowners looking to save a few dol¬ 
lars.” 

All that is needed is a little knowledge, 
a few good tools and common-sense ap¬ 
proach to problem solving. “The success¬ 
ful home plumber also knows when it’s 
time to call in a professional,” says 
Barnes. “After all, there’s no room for 
pride when the basement is full of wa¬ 
ter.” 

The first step is to do a little homework 
on the subject of plumbing. Browse 
through home-repair books at the library 
or bookstore. Most will offer easy-to-fol- 
low advice on how to fix a variety of 
things around the house. With so many 
“do-it-yourself” books on the shelves, 
picking out only one or two sutiable vol¬ 
umes may be the biggest dilenna, 

Next, tour the home and become ac¬ 
quainted with the plumbing system. 
Learn the location of all shutoff valves, 
particularly the main shutoff valve. A 
good place to look for the main valve is 


near the water meter. 

Shutoff valves for sinks, commodes 
and other fixtures ordinarily are located 
beneath the fixture in question. However, 
in some homes, they might be found in 
the basement or crawl space. Use these 
valves — when accessible — to cut off the 
water supply to malfunctioning fixtures. 

“Make sure that adults in the family- 
know the location of the main shutoff 
valve since it controls water to the entire 
house,” says Barnes. “It could mean the 
difference between a dry and a flooded 
basement.” 

If the home has a septic tank buried in 
the yard, it is important to know where it 
is in case of an emergency. The yard 
could be considerably damaged in a 
plumbing emergency if not found quick¬ 
ly. The septic tank can be located with 
the help of a home’s blueprints. If blue¬ 
prints are unavailable, check with the 
builder or previous owner. 

Tools that should be on hand include a 
plunger, an adjustable wrench, an auger 
and a screwdriver for most drain prob¬ 
lems. For leaky faucets there will be a 
need for assorted washers, a reseating 
tool and some packing thread. A reliable 
hardware or plumbing supply dealer is a 
good source for tools and for answers to 
specific questions.

A legal settlement reached recently be¬ 
tween the Bush administration and envi¬ 
ronmental groups increasing the number 
of plant and wildlife species listed as en¬ 
dangered could further drive up the cost 
of lumber and land used in home building, 
according to the National Association of 
Home Builders. It is likely that the action 
will force an early debate in the 103rd 
Congress over reauthorization of the En¬ 
dangered Species Act. 

The decision will require the govern¬ 
ment to list 400 more species of plant and 
animal life in the next four years, which 
could cost landowners and builders the 
use of thousands of acres of land. 

“You have to look beneath the surface 
of this ruling to see what it really means,” 
said NAHB President Robert Buchert. 
“It requires that more species be listed, 
which will have the effect of stopping all 
development on land where an endan¬ 
gered species is found while habitat con- 
sevation plans, typically a multi-year 
process, are prepared.” 

"The NAHB supports a bill to reautho¬ 
rize the Endangered Species Act that will 
be introduced by Rep. Billy Tauzin (D- 
LA) when Congress reconvenes. The Tau¬ 
zin bill calls for consideration of econom¬ 
ic impact in the recovery plan process 
and greater public iniput, and other con¬ 
siderations.

Styles of houses vary across the coun¬ 
try. From the New England Cape Cod to 
the Victorians of San Francisco, the 
choices are almost endless. Knowing 
which style an individual prefers is one of 
the basic elements in the hunt for a per¬ 
fect home. 

Following is a quick guide of the vari¬ 
ous styles: 

■ RANCH: These long, low houses are 
among the most popular. It was devel¬ 
oped from early homes in the West and 
Southwest and is one-story with a low- 
pitched roof. The raised ranch is also 
common. It has two levels, each accessi¬ 
ble from the home’s entry foyer, which 
features staircases to both upper and 
lower levels. 

■ CAPE COD: This compact story-and- 
a-half house is small and symmetrical 
with a central entrance and a steep, ga¬ 
ble roof. Brick, wood or aluminum siding 
are the materials most commonly seen. 

■ GEORGIAN: Popular in New Eng¬ 
land, the Georgian has a formal appear¬ 
ance with two or three stories and classic 
lines. Usually built of red brick, the rect¬ 
angular house has thin columns along¬ 
side the entry, and multi-paned windows 
above the door and throughout the house. 
Two large chimneys rise high above the 
roof at each end. 

■ TUDOR: Modeled after an English 
country college, Tudor styling features 
trademark dark-wood timbering set 
against light-colored stucco that high¬ 
lights the top half of the house and frames 
the numerous windows. The bottom half 
of the house is often made of brick. 

■ QUEEN ANNE VICTORIAN: These 
homes are usually two-story frame with 
large rooms, high ceilings and porches 
along the front and sometimes sides of 
the house. Peaked roofs and ornamental 
wood trim, many times referred to as 
“gingerbread,” decorate these elaborate 
homes. 

■ PUEBLO/SANTA FE: Popular in the 
Southweest, these homes are either 
frame or adobe brick with a stucco exte¬ 
rior. The flat roof has protruding, round¬ 
ed beams called vigas. One or twostory, 
the homes feature covered/enclosed pati¬ 
os and an abundance of tile. 

■ DUTCH COLONIAL: These homes 
have two or two-and-one-half stories cov¬ 
ered by a gambrel roof (having two 
slopes on each side, with the lower slope 
steeper than the upper, flatter slope) and 
eaves that flare outward. This style is 
traditionally made of brick or shingles. 

■ NEW ENGLAND COLONIAL: This two- 
and-a-half story early American style is 
boxlike with a gable roof. The traditional 
ma irial is narrow clapboard siding and 
a .mingled roof. The small-pane, double- 
hung windows usually have working 
wood shutters. 

■ SOUTHERN COLONIAL: A large, two- 
to three-story frame house, it is world 
famous for its large front columns and 
wide porches. 

■ SPLIT-LEVELS: Split-level homes 
have one living level about half a floor 
above the other living level. When this 
type of home is built on three different 
levels, it is called a tri-level.

loan. 

A “buydown” or “discounted mort¬ 
gage” is another type of loan with an 
initially reduced interest rate which in¬ 
creases to a higher fixed rate or to an 
adjustable rate usually within one to 
three years. “This allows lower pay¬ 
ments during the first few years of the 
loan, assisting buyers who anticipate an 
increase in their income, but need lower 
initial payments to buy,” says Barnes. 

When mortgage shopping, the single 
most important factor to look for is prob¬ 
ably the annual percentage rate (APR). 
The APR includes all costs of credit, in¬ 
cluding such items as interest and 
"points” (fees charged when the mort¬ 
gage is closed). Lenders must disclose 
the APR under the Truth in Lending Act. 
In general, the lower the APR, the lower 
the cost of your loan. 

If considering an adjustable rate mort¬ 
gage, be sure to compare the initial inter¬ 
est rates, the frequency with which the 
interest rate can change, the index used 
to determine the change, the “cap” — or 


how much the interest rate can increase 
over the life of the loan, and what “mar¬ 
gin” (the amount a lender can add to the 
adjusted interest rate) is used. Also ex¬ 
plore the limits, if any, on “negative am¬ 
ortization” — the loss of equity in your 
home when low montly payments do not 
cover fully the interest rate charges and 
any “balloon” payments — a large pay¬ 
ment at the end of your loan term, often 
after a series of low monthly payments. 

Other questions to ask a lender include 
whether private mortgage insurance is 
required, how long a rate can be locked 
in, the length of time before an oral or 
written approval can be given, and the 
application fee and what it covers. 

“Buyers should not be intimidated by 
the financing process,” says Barnes. “If 
unclear on any point, ask a real estate 
agent for assistance.
